LoNxoN, Sept. 9.— Sir Henry Ponaonby, 
tlio Queen's private Bocretary, paaacd laat 
night at Blaokonig Cuatlo, where Mr. Glad- 
scono Is taking a holiday with Mrs. Glad- 
stone and a party of friends. This morniug 
heaiiU the Prime Minister had a lonR inter- 
view, and before noon Sir Henry left with 
a speoial dinpstoh from Mr. Gladstone to 
tho Queen concorning the Government'a at- 
titude towarda tho defeat of tho Home 
Hole Hill ill tho ILoubo of Lords, lust even- 
ing. Sir Heury waa conveyed in all haste 
from lUackcrag Uaatle to tho railway station 
at Coupar Angus, where an express train 
was stopped to toko him on hoard and carry 
liim to Balmoral, It ia signifioant that Sir 
Henry's miesiou was not undertaken at the 
Queen's inatauce, but at tho supgeslion of 
Mr. Gladsloue, two days ago. Tho Queen 
ia known to hava awaited with unwonted 
anxiety Mr. Gladstone's deoleion as to his 
cnurao after tho rejection of tho bill by 
the House of Lords. The royal ideo is 
that Mr. Gladstone should appeal to 
the country, and the determination which 
is understood to have been expressed by 
Mr.' Gladstone in his special dispatch — to 
hold on indeSnitcly— will uot suit Her 
Majesty at all. According to constitutional 
precedents the Qaeeu certainly had some 
reason to expect that, after tho overwhelm- 
ing majority of Lords, spiritual and tem- 
poral, had condemned liim, tho aged Premier 
would resign, or ask tho electors again to 
jastify his policy. It ia surmised that Mr. 
Gladstone intimated in the dispatch carried 
to lialmoral to-day, tho readinesa of tho 
cibinpt to submit to the Queen's prerogative 
to diamisa her preaent ministers. Thia in- 
timation would meaa little, however, aa ho 
knows ho can rely on tho Queen's diacre- 
tlon to takp uo step involving tlio 
Grown In the popular outcry against tlio 
House of Lords. A large and inlluentlal 
part of the ultra-Tory party expect such 
direct intervention from the (jucen, but 
theirexpectfttion will liardly bo realized. 
On tho other hand, the Queen's opinion as 
to the proper course for Mr. Gladatono will 
weigh with him undoubtedly in hoatening 
hia oppeal to tho country, Before last 
night's sitting of tlio Lords, tho highest vote 
recorded in tho Upper Hoaso waa ,37j. 
Thia was given on tho question of repealing 
tho Corn laws in 1846, and included tho 
proxies of absent members. The attend- 
ance and vote last ovening, therefore, were 
quiLo beyond precedent ; no such gathering 
of hereditary legislators had been soon pre- 
viously in London. Many of the peers who 
came to town to vote against tho bill had 
never seen tho interior of the House before, 
and fifty of them were obliged 
to sign tho roll for tho first 
tinne before voting. To render tho duty of 
attendance less irksome some fifty or sixty 
peers loafed in the refreehment and smolcing 
rooms daring the debate. Sevteral, finding 
the cuisine of the restanmnti of the 'House 
unaeaconable to their baste,,liad their own 
cooks, wines nnd meats brougtit in for the 
ocuasion. One, for iaitaoae, gave a dinner 
prepared by his OWD chef, eervedoa his own 
plate, by his own servants. In neither its 
public or its private aspects did the Hoiiau 
reve&I any oharaoteristics likely tostrergrh- 
en its chances of a long e.^iatenco. 

The Radicals will ralno again the c|ue8tion 
of the Duke of Couuaught'a appointment lo 
the Aklorshott command. The dcbato/vill 
follow a motion, to bo made proba'uly by 
Mr. Labouohere, for tho reduction of the 
uniij' cxpcnsca by cutting down tho aalury 
drawn by tlio Duko of Cainbridgo as com- 
niundcr-in-chicf. .Suvoral Coiiaorvativca 
and aoiiie Liberal Uuioiiiats will support tlio 
motion with the purpose of defeating the 
Government. If they rally a majority the 
confcquencea for tho Government will be 
aerioua. Mr. Cumpboll-Bannerman, secretary 
of Stale for war, would reaign, und 
general reorganization of tho cabinet 
would ha neccsaary. Aa such a vote might 
also result in tho Duko of Cambridge's ro- 
tireirieut, the Radical leaders privately talk 
of withdrawing the motion, in caao they 
ohtniii a public assurance that tho Govern- 
niciib (looH not design tho Uuke of Con- 
niiught'a Alikraliott ajipointnient aa a pre- 
iuile to hia succession to the Commander- 
ship- in- Ghief. This offer from the Radicals, 
however, would nothelp the niiniatrv much. 
The Queen and the Prinoe of Wales hold 
that tho chief ooDimasd belongs to a mem- 
ber of tho Royal family, and any effort by 
tho ministry to shunt the DalcB of Connsught 
would result in an open rupture between 
court and cabinet, Tho proposed motion 
and tho suggostod bargains are therefore tho 
two horns of a serious Governmcut dilcinmu. 
The dispute among tho anti-l'arnellites 
over tho disposition of tho Paris fund, m^ems 
to he nearitig a Boltleirinnt. Michael U.ivitt 
and John Dillon, who were a])iit)ii>l ed to 
confer with ■foseph Kenny, repreaentiiig the 
I'lirntdlitc.s aa to tho release of tho fund 
recogiiizp.il t he olaiiii of tho Parnellites to 
snnie ,1)16,000, aa duo to them when 
tho fund wua lodged. Tho Healy faction 
diBa))prov('d of conceding such a larj^o auni. 
.Inatin McCarthy, leader of the am i I'lirnoU- 
itea, finding it impoaailjlo to reonrile llic 
di.sputanla, has decided lo take the manage- 
niciit of tho negotiations into his own handa 
aa one of tlio original trustees of the fund. 
The party has endorsed hisaotion bypassing 
a special vote of confidence. 

■John Hurry, anti-Parnellito, M,l', , for 
.South Wexford county, threatens to with- 
draw from Parliament on account of tho 
diaputo over tho fund. Ho is oppoaed to 
granting tho PariioUites tho sum conceded 
by Duvitt and Dillon, and wishes to have 
tliQ hulk of the' money allotted among tho 
evicted tenants.'

The OlTending Steamer Sails Away 
Whilo the Mongolians are Con- 
ducted to the Touilis. 

New Yoitic, Sept. 9.— Tho long Qght over 
tho admiaaion of ChiDoee at thia port came 
to a head in rather a sensational manner, 
to-day, when the officials of tho Ward lino 
eteamships landed two Chinese against the 
protest of the United States Customs ofTicer 
the dock and the orders of Collector 
Kilberth, who declared tho men should not 
land and must be returned by the steamship 
company. This is the first case of the kind 
that has occurred here, and created much 
excitement in Custom house and steamship 
circles. The two Chinamen, Yune Ki and 
Gee Tok, arrived hero last ISIonday ou tho 
steamer Saratoga from Havana. Their docu- 
mentfl wore not satisfactory to the collector, 
who decided that they were laborers coming 
in under tho guise of students. He directed 
that they be prevented from landing. The 
Saratoga was to sail to-day at one o'clock, 
and just before that time tho steamship 
officials orderoil tho Chinese to take their 
haggago and go ashore. A customs officer 
had been placed in charge of them to see 
that they did not land, and he protested 
against the movement, warning the steam- 
ship oflicers of the ollence they were com- 
mitting und tho penalty. Tho latter said 
they would aa.iumo all reaponsibility, and 
told tho United .Slatea oilicor to stand aside. 
Tho Chinamen were put on tho dock and the 
ateamohip sailed. Tho ofiicer took tho two 
Chinamen to the customs house and related 
what had occurred to the collector, at tho 
same time a lawyer appeared and told the 
collector he was going to apply to tho Uniteel 
States court for a writ of liaficm i-.orjiiis in 
behalf of the two Celestials. Tho collector 
was BO surprised at the action of the steam- 
ship company that he oould hardly toll 
what to do. He finally . turned ' the esse 
over to Inspector Scharf, who - took.the two 
Chinamen to the Tombs, where he had thein 
locked up on a charge under.the Aot of July 
5, 1892, authorizing the arrest of Cbinamea 
unlawfully in the United States. Inspector 
Scharf said be would at once go to Washing- 
ton and report all facts to the Secretary of 
of tho Treasury. The penalty for landing 
Chinese against the orders of the collector of 
the port is a fine not to exceed $1 ,01)0 and one 
year's imprisonment for each Chinaman 
landed. This ia the first case whore open 
defiance has been shown in the matter, and 
tho collector has ordered that it be made a 
test case. 



THE GEARY LAW. 

A Bill to ITodlfy Its rrovlslons Introduced In 
Congress— Believed to Have the Sanc- 
tion of the (lovcrnmout. 



WAsiii.vdTON, Sept. 9.— In direct contra- 
diction to Mr. (leary'a understanding of tho 
situation cornea a atatoment apparently 
from a well informed source, that tho Presi- 
has Sailed a halt in the Exclusion law. The 
treasurer had about perfected arrangemcntM 
to carry tho law into efTcct, and a circular 
waa in course of propiiration containing in- 
structions to (iovernment ollicialij, wljcn all 
of a Huddon, all work iu tho direction of 
executing the law waa suapcnded. Tho 
matter waa tlie subject of cabinet diacuasion, 
and it waa after tho cabinet meeting that 
tho 'I'reuHury oliioiala slopped work on the 
prepiuationa. Aaaistant Secretary Hanibliu 
who has charge of mattera pertaining to tho 
Chinese laws, declined to ditcuaa the subject 
this afternoon, aaying tho matter was now 
in the handa of Attorney-General Olney. 
Mr. Olney aaid he was not at liberty to talk 
on the matter. A significant matter in this 
connection is the fact that Mr. Everett, of 
Maasachusotts, to-day introduced in the 
House a hill to modify tho Geary law, by 
extending tho time for registration from the 
5th of May, 1893, to September 1, 1894, 
and in various other ways modifying the 
severity of the provisions of that meuaure. 
The bill has been referred by the Speaker to 
tho committee on Foreign Affairs, which, it 
is uuderstodd; will' take;HimmiBdiate' aotion 
upon it. It' ia stated that this bill was 
drawn up and introduced with the direct 
sanction of the Secretary of State, tho Seo- 
retary of tho Treasury, and the Attornoy- 
Gencral, and that it is, in fact, an adminis- 
tration measure, designed us, it ia said, to 
"servo aa a present assurance to the Empire 
of China that we have not entirely abandon-

Late 
last ovoning an Indian, who had been fish- 
ing on the i' raaar river, arrived over from 
Vancouver, and directly he saw the boat 
tied up at the wharf identified it as being 
the one missing from Ladner'a. The In'iiau 
also recognized the men, McCall and Mo- 
Ivor,' as having been engaged at the B. 1.

Keith, M. P. P., spoke next. Hia addreaa 
throughout was an earnest advocacy of 
unionism, and was well received. Rev. D. 
A. Macrae, the last speaker, made peculi- 
arly appropriate remarks on the labor ques- 
tion generally, taking aa hia subject the 
" Rights of man," A grand dance in the 
evening brought the celebration to a close. 
The entertainment in the Opera House 
nnddr the auspices of the Vandoaver Fife 
and Drum Band was well attended. 
' Further enquiries reearding the boat re- 
ported stolen from Ladner's Landing, 
elidited the fact that Molvor's statements 
were perfectly correct.

DARING ROBBBEX.: 

Three Hen EiUed In the Attempt of BandltB 
to Bob » Denver Bank. 

Dklta, Colo., Sept. 9.— Tho most daring 
robbery ever consummated in thia part of 
Colorado occurred here In broad dayliglit 
yesterday, the object of attack being the 
Farmers' and Merchants' bank, and, while 
tho sum aecured was amall, the robbery re- 
aulted in the death of threo people, tho 
cashier of tho bunk and two of tho high- 
waymen who made tho attack. The rob- 
bery W&S planned on the linee of those 
that havd' been so successful in Kansas, 
where the Daltona secured BO much money 
last year. It is believed that the bandits, 
if not members of that gang, have at least 
been identified with other robberies of a 
similar nature. 

The bank opened for buaineaa aa usual 
at 10 o'clock this morning. At 10:30 threo 
mounted men rode up to the door of the 
bank, and, entering, quickly ruahed up to 
A. F. Blaohly, the caahler, presented guns 
and demanded ,what money he had. Tho 
cashier refused to '^ive it up. The rubbers 
then made -a grab through the window 
aeourint; $SpO, and opened fire. 

Tlie cashier fell,'.belng instahtly kilted. 
The robbers then fired at H. H. Wolbort, 
assistant cashior, but missed him. The 
shooting attracted tho attention of citizens, 
and Ray Simpson, a leading hardware mer- 
chant and a dead ahot, ran for hia Win- 
chester and started for tho iilley in the roar 
of tho bank, where the robbura lia'l tied 
their horaes. 

Tho robbers had started out of town 
when Simpson got there, but ho succeeded 
in killing two of them by shooting them 
through tho head. A third killed the 
horse of one of tho robbers, and man and 
animal fell together on the ground, After 
killing two of the robbers Simpson con- 
tinued after tho third one, taking acveral 
shots at him, but without eU'ect, Simpson 
then returned to town, and, getting to- 
gether a posse, started at onco in pursuit. 
The robber ia thought to liavo about a milo 
start, ond is mounted on a fine horse, going 
in tho direction of the minea. If tho out- 
law ia acquainted with the country there ia 
a chance of hia escaping, otherwise the 
poaao will capture him dead or alivo. In 
tho 'latter case he will undoubtedly be 
lynched on his return here.

DRIVING THEM OUT. 

White Men Raid Chinese Laborers and 
Brutally Aluise Thciiu— liouud to Carry 
Out the (ieary haw. 

Fresno, Sept. 0. — Six white men raided 
R. H. Metzlor's vineyard, threo ami a half 
miles from here, last night. Tho bunk 
house waa fired into and broken open, and 
two Chinamen were severely injured. It 
was about midnight when the six men 
ordered tho Chineao laborers at tho vine- 
yard to vacate their (juartors and leave llie 
place at once. No attention waa paid to 
tho demand of tho raiders, and, becoming 
enraged, they ooinmenced firing shots into 
tho house occupied by Chinese. None of 
thorn were injured by allots, and the Mon 
goliana atill rcluaed to leave. They lay 
cowering in tho bunkhouao, not daring to 
venture out for four of being murdered. 
Tho raiders commenced pulling the fiiinsy 
bunkhouso down upon tho heads of 
the terrified Chinese. When they 
were finally forced to leave tho place 
tho raiders fell upon them and gave them 
a terrible boating. Three of them woro 
badly wounded, but woro compelled to 
march before their infuriated tormentors 
along the road to Fresno. When a point 
near Rutlor'a vineyard waa reached the 
wounded Cliineao fell in tho road with ox- 
hftuslion, I'.nd tho raiders, fearing that tho 
wounds would prove fatal. Hod. Tho ahorifl 
ia making every eirort to learn the identity 
of the criniinala, but, so far, haa not found 
a trace of them, Tho citizena are thor- 
oughly arouaed to a realization of tho neces- 
sity of putting a atop to this lawlessness. 

San Franoisco, Sept. 9.— The five Chi- 
nese ordered ' to be deported by 
Judge Boss, in Loa Angeles, arrived 
this morning, and were placed in the 
Alameda county jail, pending the' sailing of 
the steamer China next Tuesday It ia 
believed halwis coryiits prooeedinga will bo 
commenced on iMouday in their behalf.

AN EirOOimAOIKO BEFOBT. 

The monthly freight and shipping report 
by R. P. Bithet & Co., Ltd., just issued, 
states that the improvement in tho general 
aituation, noted laat month, continues, and 
that, although the charters made are some- 
what limited in number, they have been 
well distributed.

Tho end of tho month 
saw also tlio cloao of a highly successful 
salmon canning season, during which it is 
estimated that about ,)50,000 cases were put 
up; by far the largest pack in the history 
of tho industry in this Province, It ia al- 
ready well provided for, however, as large 
forward sales have been made both in Eng- 
land and Eastern Canada." 

A TKN days' CRDI.^E. 

For the first time in ton days, tho Gov- 
ernment steamer Quadra made her appear- 
ance in port yesterday afternoon; iu her 
absence, however, she haa accomplished 
much good work. Sho haa attended to all 
the buoys and beacons in liaynea Sound, 
and in fact in all the channels on the eaat 
coast of Vancouver Inland, She also deliv- 
ered tho Point Atkinaon annual supply of 
coal.

UTILIZING FISH OFFAL. 

To the Frajier Bivev Canners : 

Ge.stlemek ;— Since I have had tho honor 
to represent British Columbia in London, 
the question of how to best utilize tho lish 
offal of our canneries has occupied a prom- 
inent position in my mind. 

Whilst engaged upon this difficult ques- 
tion, some aix yeara ago, I had tho pleasure 
to meet a soioutifio gentleman, who has 
successfully solved several difficult chemical 
problems. Ho at once showed mo that sal- 
mon offal could easily be controverted iuto an 
excellent fjoh guano, and conducted an cxpor- 
imout, at which I was present, the result of 
which obtained a gold medal at the Fishery 
Exhibition, hold in London in theyear 188;i. 

I found that there wereaeveral diflioultiea 
to bo overcome before thia discovery could 
bo (if any practical benefit to our Province, 
1st. Tho difficulty of preserving and col- 
lecting the offal until after the rush of work 
caused by the fish run.- 

2ad. The question whether the fish offal 
could be converted into fish guuno, in such 
quantities and of such a quality aa to war- 
rant investors to risk their capital. 

3rd. To improve, if poaaiblo, tho old pro- 
cess of burning tho ofTal, which in itself is a 
nuisance, and very seldom produoea a uni- 
form quality of guano, from a ohomical 
point of view, and by which the oil contain 
ed in tho ollul ia lust, and only partly de 
stroyed, to tho detriment of the guano. 

Tliese are tho problems which have been 
successfully solved after years of patient 
and persevering experimenting. Tho in- 
ventor of this valuable discovery, to make 
assurance doubly su're, placed tho matter in 
tho liauds of un independent and eminent an- 
alytical chemist. This gentleman's report, 
together with three aomplea obtained from 
tho result of working out this new discovery 
from tish offal, i.e., 1st, flsh offal preserved 
for six months ; 2nd, fish guano ; ,'}rd, fiah 
oil, I have already had tho honor to lay be- 
fore the "Victoria, Vancouver and Now 
Westminster Boards of Trade. I under- 
stand that you are willing to grant a bonus 
to anyone who will help you to diapoae of 
what is now a nuisance, and that you will 
also willingly give the offal to anyone who 
will carry it away for you. 

To enable the gentlemen interested in 
this discovery to raise tho neceesary capital 
for the manufactory of guano and fish oil, » 
bonus of £40 per annum from each cannery 
on the Eraser river will be required, as for 
tho present it is (Mntemplated' only to use 
the offal collected fr(>in the,'.eanoerie8 of the 
Fraser river, where -the. factory will be os- 
tabltahed. There beiBg, I understand, 
twenty-one canneries on the Fraser, thia 
will yield an annual aubsidy'Of £840, which 
anm at 4 per cent., will provide aioapital of 
£21,000. If you will guarantee this bocua 
to your reapeotivo municipalities, and tho 
municipalities will guarantee same to the 
Guano Co., I am of the opinion that the 
necessary capital to place the plant and 
machinery and to commence operations, 
can be raised on this side. In return for 
this subsidy, all arrangements will be made 
by the patentee with tha .company to bo 
formed, 

1st. The canners will incur no expense in 
getting rid of their offal. 

2nd. That they will receive a certain in- 
terest in the profits of tho company, either 
a royalty of 5 per cent, per annum interest 
on the not profits of tha company, or Ss. per 
ton of guano and 10s, per ton of fish oil. 
It ia calculated that tho annual supply of 
salmon' and other fiah oiral will yield an 
annuol output of guano of 9U0 tons, and 4S0 
tons of fish oil, the royalty above mentioned 
would therefore bo £480 per annum, which 
no doubt will be greatly augmented, when, 
in the course of a year or two, the offal 
from tho Skeena and other places will bo 
supplied. But in order that the province 
may reap tho benefit of this valuable dis- 
covery by next season, it is necessary that 
no time should bo lost in arranging essential 
preliminaries.

TEE BOMB RULE BILL. 



Tho House of Lords haa done what eveiy 
one, Honn Rulers as well as Unionists, 
knew it would do. It haa rejected Mr. 
Gladatono'a Uomo Rule bill by an over- 
whelming majority. Tho preservation of 
tho Union intaot was, no doubt, the prinei- 
pal motive of the Lords in opposing the hill. 
Whether right or wrong, a very large; pro- 
portion of the moat intelligent men in Great 
Britain believe that the granling of Home 
Rule to Ireknd on the torma contained in 
Mr. Gladstone's Home Rule bill would bo a 
.long atep toward tbe disaolution.. of the 
ijnion, and they are determined that the 
integrity of the Empire must ho preserved 
at any cost. Their sympathy with. Irish 
landholdera had no doubt much to do with 
their opposition to tho Home Rule bill. They 
were aatiafied that if the Irish people 
■were allowed the full control of their own 
'affairs, they would in a very short time find 
means to disposseaa tho land proprietors of 
"Irelond, great and small. The policy of 
the Niitionalista, particularly their Plan of 
Campaign, showed that they are Sercely 
hoatile to laudlorJisra, and gave their op- 
-p >nent8 reason to believe that if they had 
the power they would not permit a single 
landlord to remain in tho country. Then 
again, the opponents of Home Rule, both in 
and out of the Houae of Lords, believe 
that, if Mr. Gladatone'a Bill were allowed to 
pas9, the rights of tho minority in Ireland, 
from a religious point of view, would not bo 
respected. They conae(|Uontly considered 
that justice to the Protestant minority ro- 
qatred that they should do what they could 
to oppose the enactment of a law granting 
Homo Rule to Ireland. These, without 
doubt, are the three principal causes of op- 
poBition to Home Bale in the Honse of 
Lords, and indeed in the whole of Gre&t 
Britain— determination to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the Empire, sympathy with tho 
landlords of Ireland, and fear that the Pro- 
testant minority would be oppressed and 
prosecuted. , • ; , 

The feeling, against the.' measure and 
against Mr. Gladstone for introducing it is 
exceedingly strong, and it now remains to 
be seen whether the House of Commons or 
the Houao of Lords ropreaenta the feelings 
and conviotiona of the majority of the people 
of the Three Kingdoms on the subject of 
Mr. Gladstone's soheme of Home Rule. 
There are many who believe that the nation 
is with the House of Lords in this matter, 
and that the House of Commons, as at 
present constituted, does not represent the 
wishes and deairea of tho people on tho aab 
jscb of Home Rule. Tho action of the 
Houae of Lords haa given the people another 
opportunity of expressing their will on this 
very important subjeot. In rejecting Mr. 
Gladstone's Bill that body has performed its 
tunction in being a check on Icgialation 
t'jat may bo haaty, crude and not in accord- 
ance with tho wishea of the nation. When 
tho people are appealed to again upon it, its 
fate will, for a time at any rate, be decided 
If there is a majority in its favor the Lords 
will, in all probability, withdraw their 
oppoaition, hut if tho people decide against 
it a ministry will come into power opposed 
to Home Rule for Ireland. Tlio battle of 
Homo Rule, then, is to be fought over aRniu 
in Great Britain and Ireland. How will it 
be decided ? 



Frenoh. Prudential oonsideratioDS would 
not, it ia probable, prevent their welcoiiiiug 
war wilii Kruncu. On llio utliur aldo of the 
continent Bu.isia andGormauy have boencar- 
ryiiig on a war of tariff:! against oich other. 
This has engendered ill-fooling between 
the people of tho two nations, and it would 
not require a very great provocation to con- 
vert tho war of tarifia into a war of rifles 
and cannons and other deadly engines of 
war. The visit of tho Riiasiaa llect to 
FraccB has been interpreted into au cxprea- 
sion of sympathy witli that country 
in its ,hoatility - to • • Germany. 
This may be altogether a mistake ; 
but if tho Germane believe that the visit of 
tho RuBsian fleet to Franca is intended as a 
sign to Franco that, iu a quarrel with Ger 
many, Ilusiiia ia ready i.o take its part, it is 
of little coEEe(|uenca what Russia's real in 
tentions' are. The con viotion . on. the Ger- 
man mind, grounded on a miatak^^ is likely 
to bo quite as strong aa if it were based on 
well ascertained facta. 

It is whispered that the fooling between 
Franco and Great 13ritain aiueo tho dilliculty 
about Siim ia not so cordial as it was. It 
ia euspeoted that' the negotiations which 
resulted in preventing' the Siamese seaporU 
being blockaded havo left a soreness on the 
public mind of Franco, and that the grudge 
rising out of tho aeltlemeut of tho diiliculty 
in Sium, added to tho jealousy 
on account of the continued occupation of 
I'^gypt, have made the relatiooa between 
England and France more unpleasant, and 
more inclined to bo strained, than they have 
been lor sorao time. So much has this, ia 
the opinion of some observora, been tho 
case, that they have coir.'" to the coucUiaion 
that tho sooner Great Britain joius tho 
triple alliance the better it will be both for 
her and for the peace of Europe. It ia said 
that the Emperor of Germany ia not well 
pleased that England haa kept out of the 
alliance so long. In his opinion it ia both 
the interest and tho duty of Great Britain 
actively to aid him and his allies in keeping 
tho peace of Europe.

At any 
rate, if this does not turn out to be the case, 
interohanga, of thoaghb and . opinion a^^^ 
opportnijltles for diose observa'tion may have 
the effect of cauaiug men of dlOerent races 
und bt^liefa to understund each other better, 
nd to make them more toloranb and 
huritablo than they have been heretofore. 
Tho Congress can acarooly fail to have a 
libe.rBllzlng efifeot .on those who, feeUan in-, 
tereat in its disoaaaiona; ' Muoh' more than 
half of tho antipathies and prejudices that 
exist among Christians are, there can bo no 
doubt, tho result of ignorance and oatrange- 
meut, and ia it not more than likely that if we 
knew more about the beliefs and the virtues 
of our fellow men who are not Christians 
we would think of them more Jcindly ond 
oonduot ouraolvea towards them more 
charitably? Even the portraits of some of 
tho " heathens" who are to attend the Con- 
gress of Beligiona, dispoae tt« to think kindly 
of tliom. It is hard to believe that men 
with such focea are bad men.

THE NICARAGUA OANAL. 

It is disheariening to^leara that the 
Nicaragua Canal Construction Company ia 
difficulties. It is hard to uuderatand 
why an enterprise which ia calculated to do 
so muoh good and which aEfords so lair a 
proapect of being profitable to . those ^ who 
undertake it, ahoaid langnisb: for want; of 
auppbirt. A year or two ago it appeared aa 
if tho canal would be constructed in a 
short time with very littlo diOiculty. Men 
of standing and iofluenoo, among whom was 
the Preaident cf the United States, wore 
favorably disposed towards it, and its pro- 
jaotora and advoaate^ were sanniaiae. of sue 
cess. Tho project had many and powerful 
enemies, but it was believed that their op- 
poaition would not prcYout the conetruc- 
tion of the canal in tlio near future. But 
it appears llmt tlicy, aided by the general 
and deep depression that prevails, have 
Eucceeded in giving the ^-.Nioaragoa Canal 
auheme a aet-back from which it ia not like- 
ly soon to recover. That they have killed it 
we do not believe. The advantages which 
not only the United Statca but the whole 
civilized world are to derive from the canal 
are so many and so great that it cannot fail. 
As soon aa eon&dence is restored and enter- 
prising and far-seeing men arc f.n n poaitioa 
to think calmly over the project and to 
judge it aololy oa its merits, wo feel con- 
fident that it will revive. Means will be 
obtained to go on with ita construction and 
it will bo completed in spite of all obatacica 
and disoouzagementa. Ibe world wanta 
tho Kioaragaa Canal, and it will have it 
sooner or later.

a direct bill of lading from Honolulu. There 
was other fruit on board also consigned to 
him from Sydney, Australia, but this latter 
waa on a separate bill of lading dilTereat 
from the former. He had waited a short 
time at the vessel and then asked Mr. J. A. 
Fullerton, the C. P. R. agent, who camo 
down to meet tho ship, if tho Victoria 
freight would be landed hero. Mr. Fullerton 
replied it certainly would be, and afterwards 
in reply to another queation, had aaid, 
" You need not worry ; you will get all your 
freight here." Ho (Mr. Leiaerj had then 
gone up town and about 1 o'clock tho ship 
aailed for Vancouver. When he sent down 
tho drays tor his fruit, ho found that it had 
not all been landed, only a portion being 
put ashore, while the balance waa taken ou 
to Vancouver and would bo shipped down 
hore on tho Premier. Strange to say 
another consignment of fruit which waa for 
Beattie, of Vancouver, but confianed to 
Victoria to bo auctioned ell' here, had been 
landed in full. Tho result was ho bad 
lost the market for his gooda, beaidea whicli 
when it arrived here, in consniuencQ of tbe 
three days that would bo lost, tho fruit 
would have deteriorated in value and ho 
certainly would not accept it from the ship. 
Freight for tho Sound had alao been taken 
up to Vancouver, ao that inatead of reach- 
ing Seattle on Saturday it would not be on 
the market there until Monday, and wonid 
be that much older and more likely "to be 
spoiled. 

Mr. Thos. Earle, M.P. — It places Victoiia 
merchants in this position. By the time our 
fruit is received here the Vancouver mer 
chants will have flooded our market ; their 
fruit will be in New Wesiminater and Na- 
naimo to-day, while we havo not even got 
ours to supply the Victoria market, where 
they are allowed by thia proceeding to got 
in ahead of us. ^ 

Mr. S. Leiser— The O.P.E. is at the bot- 
tom of this, and the sooner we realize it the 
better. I ordered a car load of freight I 
waa getting from the Eaat to go over tho 
Northern Pacific aince this happened. They 
won't get a pound of my freight if they 
treat ua like thia. 

Mr. W. H. Ellia— That is fighting tho 
devil with fire 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt — That seems the 
only way to do it. 

Col. Prior, M.P.— Who ia tho blame 
thrown upon ? 

Jlr. W. H. Ellia— I instructed our Van- 
couver correspondent, aa soon as I heard of 
this yesterday, to see Capt. Arthur at Van- 
couver, and get bis statement of the matter. 
Capt. Arthur said, " My anawer is, that I 
was under instructions from the C. P. R." 

Mr. Thos. Eirle, M,P.~The agent here 
claims that the Captain had bis instnictious 
from the company to land all Victoria 
freight hore. 

Mr. J. H. Todd — Yes, and ho says Mr. 
FuUertnn is not the agent of tho Canadian 
Pacitic Railway comp.\ny, and has nothing 
to do with the railway. Ho is only in 
ciuu j,>i ot tho ships. 

.Mr. W. II. Ellia— That is a ijuibblo. 

Mr. C. E Renouf — It seems lo bo a fad of 
Fullerton's to injure Victoria as much as he 
can. He seems to be anxious to injure our 
businofs hero for acme reaaon or other. 

Mr. S. Leiser— If the freight had been 
landed here we would have had two days 
advantage on the Soiind. The Captain says 
Fullerton was responaible^or sending it away. 

Mr. J. H. Todd— I mentioned that thia 
morning to tho agent here, I told him 
what the captain said, and he answered 
that Fullerton did not say anything of the 
kind. 

Mr. W. H. Ellia— He must ho a clair- 
voyant or u mind reader. Our Mr. Taylor, 
who camo over on the ship, tells mo it waa 
Capt. Arthur'a full intention to land the 
freight here, and ho had made all jircpara- 
tiona to do ao, and it ia not at all likely be 
would have changed hi.'j mind hero if there 
hud not been aotne reason for it. 

Mr. Thomaa Earle, M.P,, explained that, 
so far aa the Sound freight wua concerned, 
he undersetod the dilliculty had arisen out 
of tho increase in tlio freight rate to Seattle 
by the City of Kiiigaton. Tho C P.H. cn- 
tracted to deliver fruit in Seattle at ,'>:> 
ccnta per caae. The rate then was live cents, 
but after the last ateainer sailed it had been 
raised to ten cent.s and the C P.R, then 
made oilier urranguiiicnts to have tho ahip- 
meiila niiide more cheaply from Vancouver. 
The ohange of programme must have betn 
mado without tho knowledge of Capt. 
Arthur, who could have known nothing 
of it until he reached hore. 
But ho thought it would havo 
been better if the extra freight had been 
paid for this one shipment, so as to keep 
faith with the consignees— at any rate, 
there could have been very little saved, aa 
the freight on tbej^'iotoria fruit would havo 
to be paid back on tbe Premier. 

Mr. S. Leiser said th*t when be 
went down on the dock Mr. Har- 
vey, who had a oonsignmentof fruit 
for Victoria, had called out to him 
from the deck of the ship, " We'll fix you;" 
but ho hid thought nothing of that until ho 
had found out how. ho had licon treated. 
Ho believed tho ship was liable to a line for 
entering hero without discharging all tho 
Victoria freight on her manifest. 

Mr. T. S. Futchflr Boid ho had originally 
got all his Oriental gooda by the C.P, R. 
line, but now had them go oxclusivoly by 
tho Northern Pacific line, us ho could not 
got tho prompt delivery from tho C. P. R., 
which took everything to Vancouver firat, 
though it was consigned to Victoria. 
_ Mr. Thos. ICarlo— If that fruit waa con- 
signed to mo I would not receive it. 

Mr. T. B. Hall— The whole caso seems to 
bo a moat unfortunate ono and placoa Vic- 
toria merchants in a very bad poailicn, 
when they ahould have boon protected. 

Mr. ThoB. Earle, M.P,— Suppose there were

would tho extra 'five cents a case freight 
amount to In oompariaon to what has boon 
dono, breaking faith with us and injuring 
our buainesa T 

Mr. W. H. Ellia— They have to pay to 
bring the Victoria freight bick here from 
Vancouver, and cannot bavej made very 
much saving on the Seattie'frultl-ti^ 

Mr. Mitchell— It U just another oaaa of 
the C.P.R. breaking faith with Victoria. 

Mr. H, E. Connon— It is most unjust to 
Victoria merohanta, to put it in tho mildeat 
way. 

Mr. J. H. Todd— After calling hero with 
that freight they havo no right to take it 
awoy from here, 

Mr. Thoa. Earle, M. P.— When Hon. Mac- 
kenzie Bowell comes hero wo should see biin 
and find out juat where wo stand. He 
made _the agreement with Mr. Huddart, 
and will be in a poaition to know whether, 
under tho terma of their subaidy contract, 
they arc not compelled to call here for pus- 
seugers and freight and land and discharge 
in tlio aanjo way. 

Mr. Leiser — Fullerton ia tho man who is 
rcapoiiaiblo for this, and ho ia no doubt act- 
ing under instruotions from the C.P.R. , 
but he is hurting the'O.P.R.- 'busineaa here 
just the same. 

Mr. Renouf, when on board tho Warri- 
moo last time when aho waa hero, had been 
talking to a passenger and overheard Mr, 
Wm. Brown, the C.P.R. freight agent, say, 
impatiently, -'Why can't wo gel up to Van 
couvor? Why do wo want to stay hero ao 
long? Vancouver ia where wo want to go I' 
After anmo more general diacuaaion Mr, 
Thos. Earle, M.P., moved, aecondod by 
Mr. .1. 11. Todd, 

" That the action of tho Canadian- Austra- 
lian Steamship Company's nhip Warrimoo, 
whicli arrived here on tho 8th inat., in fail- 
ing to deliver fruit freight consigned to tho 
port of Victoria is a breach of faith on their 
part, and baa caused loss and inconvenience 
to tho Victoria consignees, ond that this 
Board desires to express ita strong condem- 
nation of tho unjust and irregular action of 
tho company, and that a copy of thia reao- 
tution bo forwarded to the owners of the 
lino." 

Tlio resolution was carried unanimously, 
and a committee was appointed to wait up- 
on the Collector of Customs to lay tbe mat- 
ter-before him. 

Tho meeting then adjourned. 

TO .Sl.-.'-l.MUN TIIK OKFICEU-S, 

Collector of Customs A. R. Milno has had 
tho facta in tho Warrimoo case laid before 
him, and as a result he has decided to sum- 
mon Capt. Arthur and Purser Youtig of tho 
ship to appear before him to explain what 
now appear to be serious oirences against 
two of tho statutes of tho Dominion, viz,, 
the Water Carrier's Act and the Revenue 
Act. The infraction of the first named law 
h in failure to promptly deliver goods, it 
buiug provided that the greatest possible 
punctuality must bo had, and certainly, 
aays tho Collector, it does not look very 
mnoh like punctuality to take goods away 
from the wharf hero, carry them up to Van- 
couver, and send them baok here again. 
The second alleged ofTenco against' the rev- 
enue law is tho fyling of a manifest wherein 
it was,.8tated that the ship had 500 tons 
freight'to be landed here, whereas, as a 
matter' of fact, a very much smaller quan- 
tity was actually landed. The ship's mani- 
fests, when placed in the hands of the cus- 
toms ofBoials, have to be sworn to, and 
nocesaarily there are rigid regulations to 
prevent fraud by meana of falsely sworn 
manifcata. 

Mr. Milno, as an oflioer of tho law, is 
hound to see that tho law is carried out, and 
while he docs not wihli to act arbitrarily, 
will do his duty, and, having hoard what the 
ship's oflioort hud to uay, will report to 
Ottawa and await, instructions. The pen- 
alty in each caae ia at the discretion of the 
Customs Department. 

TUK WABKIMOO TO BE, LniBU.ED. 

It is .uodentopd that as,a reaiilt af . the 
failure of the Warrimoo. to land her Vic- 
toria treight from Honolulu, an action will 
be commenced against tbe ship for damages. 

The couaigneea of a cnnsideruble portion of 
tlio fruit cargo which waa to have come to 
Victoria but waa carried on lo Vancouver, 
having taken legal advice on tho matter, 
will refuse to take delivi ry of the goodp, 
and will demand substantial damages f<,r 
tho loea and inconvenience incurred. The 
action will result in a libel being filed 
against the ship, so that bonds will have to 
be given before aho will sail for tho South.

momber, up to 78C years of ago, and 
then he began to imagine that amoking 
was hurting bis eyesight, so ho quit for 
30 years, bdt it did i\ot help any and ho 
went l»ck to it, they say — only worao, 
td'mak^ up for lost time. 

"But the last 80 or !I0 years of Methu- 
selah's life ho go so that ho used to le- 
peat himself a good deal. Even Euocli 
was tried with him, and when one of 
Mothuaelah'a grandchildren — somo of 
them 2CM3 years old— used to wako up 
with tho croup in the night, tho old man, 
forgetting that he uaed lo have it when 
he was their ago, would mumble to him- 
self and gnash his teeth fur hours, after 
which lie would put them buck in the 
bureau and go to sleep aL,'Hin. 

"But what started ine oli' on tho sub 
ject of old people was my wife's grand 
father.

"My grainifather's name is Peradven- 
ture I'innor, an old Bible name eelected 
from tho be^at column of the good book 
I reckon. My wife's t;randfatlier's name 
is Mortimer Dowd. Thoy call each other 
I'eradventure and Mortimer when they 
are calm, but if anything goes wrong 
thoy call each other Pinner and Dowd. 

"1 was iifrnid that my grandfather 
niigiit get one of hk little apclhs of temper 
and drive my wife's grandfather into the 
eartli with a club, for Dowd is tho 
gentlest man you ever saw. So one day 
1 told Mortimer that Peradventure was 
tho kind of a man that had to be sat 
down on the inoiiieiit ho showed any 
signs of tc-mpor, and if he had tlie nerve 
to shut liim u]) once for all he would 
have no trouble, but 1 was afraid ho did 
not have tho nocesaary courage. How- 
ever, 1 told him that he was so much 
older than Peradventure he must take a 
firm hand with him at tho start. 

"I used to have them d(j tho chorcH to 
keep them out of mischief.

A Traveller Talks About Tlila Next 
Stoppii}^ Place for Australian 
Steamers. 



Klcli Yield From the SoU-The Na 
tives Well Treated and 
Contented. 



Half way between Honolulu and Sydney 
are tbo Fiji Islands, and in the very near 
future, probably, the Warrlmoo and 
Mtowera will make Suva, the Island cap' 
tal, a regular port of oall. The three weeks' 
trip to Australia will thus be so divided — 
in three almost equal parts — as to break tbo 
monotony of the voyage, and from tho point 
of view of freight Suva ought to prove in 
time »a good a customer as Honolulu now 

. ia. That will mean a great deal for the 

■ :y.line. 

One of the passengers on the' Australian 
steamer which has just reached Victoria, ia 
J. Johnson, now on his way from Australia 
to the West ladies, but who has spent 
seven years on the Fiji Islands. Mr. John- 
son is quite sanKUine as to the advantage 
to be derived from including tho Islands on 
the Canadian-Australian route, 

" The group," ho says, " oonaista of up- 
. -wards of two hundred islands, lying alraut 
.1)750 mi!o3 or Qvo and a half days steaming 
' from Sydney. Their only regular.oommant- 
cation with tho outside world at present, is 
furnished by a steamer running fortnii;htly 
to Sydney, in New South Wales, and an- 
other running in alternate fortnights to 
Auckland, in New Zealand. Sailing vessels 
from England occasionally arrive with sup- 
plies. 

" lluving been ceded by the chiefs to tho 
British crown, the islands wore formally 
annexed in 1S7-1. They are governed as a 
crown colony. The Governor, who is also 
Colonial Secretary and Commissioner of 
Native Atfuirs, ia Sir John Btites Thurston, 
who has been in the islands since he was a 
young mun, and was a member of the ITijian 
parliament under King Cakabau. He pre- 
sides over tho Legislative Council, whose 
members aro all nominated by the crown. 
After the annexation tho native chiefs were 
provided for by being appointed governors, 
or " rokos," as they are called, of the sev- 
eral districts into which tho islands are 
divided. A nsitive parliament, called tho 
" Vei Boaae," is held once a year, tho mem- 
bers beinf; all chiefs over a certain rank, 
who discuss aflaira ufTecting tho natives 
only, and make representations to the Gov- 
ernor, who formally opens the native parlia- 
mont and then leaves the ^ obiefs to deliber- 
ate in private. 

"The population of tho islands ia close on 
125,000, the native Fijians numbering about 
110,000. There are between 2,000 and 2,500 
whitea, and the remainder are Indian 
cooliea, Folyneaians and Chineie. The 
climate ia very pleasant and healthy, aver- 
aging abottb 75'degrees in one aesson and 80 
degrees in the other. . The i heat i^s always 
tempered by the trade winds. Id tho season 
from .December! to If March there is a pretty 
considerable rainfall, ' but the'' rest) ' of the 
year is very fine. 

"Volcanic in its nature, the soil ia ex- 
ceedingly productive. The chief products 
are sugar, bananas, pineapples, yams, tea 
And coffee, bread-fruit, plantains, peanuts, 
' taro,cocoanutB,maizeBndarrowroot. Theex- 
port of bananas and pineapples to New Zea- 
Uud and Aua'.riiUc. is very large. The yam, 
which in Fiji takes the place of the 
potato, is a highly popular article of diet 
with the white population. Many prefer it 
to the potato, and there ought to be a good 
market for it if exported to America. Yams 
are obtainable all the year round, and sell 
at about £2 per ton. Cofifeo growing has 
been almost abandoned for the present, 
owing to the ravages of a diaeaaa imported 
from Ceylon. Oranges grow all the year 
round, but having been altogether neglected 
are of poor quality. Tho pines and bananas 
are very good, and in great favor. The tea 
is of high quality, but ia mostly used for 
local conaumption, the indilBtry being as 
yet only in its infancy. 

" Sugar is the groat staple. The planta- 
tions are chiefly owned by tho Colonial 
■Sugar Co., of Sydney, who export the entire 
jproduct to the Australian colonies. The 
labor employed waa mostly kanaka until 
.■even or eight yeari ago, when tho Fijian 
government made an agreement with India 
aor the importation of cooliei, of whom there 
are now 5,000 or 6,000 employed. The 
laborers are well looked after by inspectors 
■of immigration, who make frequent vlaita to 
the plantatioBs. Tbo kanakas are not paid 
in money, buts in t»d¥, tdslnly cloth, 
>knires, hatobeta anct similar articles, wblch 
. are sold under govarnmont lupcrvision at 
prices determined by pontraot. Tho pay of 
the kanakas is not extravagant, being £'S, or 
, $16, a year, so th&t at the end of the three 
years for which they contract they have §45 
coming to them. Of course they aro main- 
tained by the planters, who also pay their 
passage money Lo Fiji and make a deposit to 
cover tlio coat of their passage back. Tlio 
cooliea get an average of a shilling a day. 
Tho native Fijiana live by fishing, or by the 
cultivation of amall tracts of land, allotted 
to them by the Crown. Thoy are well 
adapted for working, but the government 
discouragea their employment on the planta- 
tions. 

Suva, tho capital, is on tho island of Viti 
Levu, the largest in tho group, and it ia on 
this island that tho sugar industry ia princi- 
pally c'lrried on, thu plantations being on 
either sidu of tho river Rowa. The popula- 
tion of t!ie town is between 800 and flOO 
whiten, engaged in trading and in the gov- 
ernment Eorvice. Tho merchants aro of 
several nationalities, but principally British. 
Tho harljor of Suvn is largo and deep, and 
being land-looked afl'ords perfect aholtcr. 

" There are three newspapers — tho Fiji 
Times, publi.'shed three times a week at 
Suva; tho I'olyncsian Gazette, published at 
LovuUa, tho old capital of the group, on tho 
island of Ovalau; and a.paper called tho 
Namata, in the native tongue, devoted to 
the .Fijian interests and published under 
-Government auspices, ' polilica being 
-eschewed. There aro state schools for the 
whites, and tho missionaries have a college 
which is doing great good. The mission- 
aries are mainly Roman Catholics and 
Methodists. There are Episcopal ohurohea 
in Suva and Levuka. 

"The costume of tho native? is very 
simple, consisting of a cotton shirt and aulu, 
or loin cloth. The taato for clothing will 
have to be acquired. 

"Trade with tho lalanda haa already 
reached conaidorablo proportions, tho im- 
ports being about $1,000,000 annually, and 
the exports $1,500,000. When tho ex- 
pected direct connection with tho great 
centres of the world ia given by tho Cana- 
dian-Australian steamship line and tho pro- 
poaod Paciuc cable, the Island ought to in- 
croaae very rapidly in importance and 
prosperity." 



MEDICAL CONQEESS. 

Tho Heeting of Doctors In Waghlngtou Con- 
dados its Labors. 

WASHiNoroiT' City, Sept. 9.— The Pan- 
American Medical Congress has adjourned, 
Nearly all tht Mexican and South American 
delegates will viaib tho World's Fsir at 
Chicago before returning home. Tho prin- 
cipal popors read yesterday were those of 
Dr, Bell, of Now Vork, and Dr. Baker, of 
Michigan, They oudeuvored to show that 
an endemic disoaso ciiu bo exterminated only 
at its source, yellow fever in Cuba and 
Brazil, nud cholera in India. Members of 
tho "congress representing tho boards of 
health in Illinois, Michigan, Louisiana, Mia. 
aouri, Minnesota and other stalts adopted 
rosolutiouH that thorough disinfection of the 
baggage of all ahipa carrying immigrants at 
the parb of entry must at all times be en- 
forced.' • ■ ' '•' '■ ■ '•■ ' '■ " _ 

SIAM'S TRUUBLES. 

French Newspiiiicrs Ih'j;* Aijgresslvo Policy 
—Fresh ConipllciUIoua Arise. 

Paris, Sept. 9.— The Temps commenting 
on the latest conipllGatioBS which have 
arisen between France and Slam, declares 

that unless the Siaineae cease their dilatory 
replica France must have recourse to the 
technical talents of Admiral Huniann. 

Tho Figaro saya the dispute between 
Franco and Siaiii ia far from settled, and in- 
timates that tho Siamese, not tho French, 
are to blame. Aooording to tho Figaro the 
Siamese not only failed, to ovacuato tho ter- 
ritory ceded to France, but have failed even 
to give orders lo oflicers commanding the 
native forces to evacuate posts on tho left of 
tho Mekong. It ia rumored that negotia- 
tions will ba resumed where suspended some 
time ago, but, rumor lulda, tho time accord- 
ed by Siani for resuuiptiDn of the conference 
ia three luontlia henco, when tho water in 
the river ia too low to enable French gun- 
boats to insist upon execution of Siaiiieao 
pledges. Inquiries at the British enibuaay 
show that no doubt fresh complications in- 
volving the peace of Europe aa well as seri- 
ous diaturbaiioe in the Enat, have arisen be- 
tween France and Siam, They aro so seri- 
ous that Anib&Baador Uufforin haa given up 
his intended visit to Switzerland.

The leading sugar firms of 
Mincing Lane, Loudon, scoil" at Gicaeckor's 
estimate of a sarpIuB in the Agricnlture 
Hutionelle, but agree in expecting a high 
yield. 

ToltosTO, Sept. 9. — The Empire to-day 
publishes the following special cable from 
London : A new estimate of the tvheat 
rop for 1893 was pablished to-day. It 
puts the crop in round numbers at 64,000,- 
000 bushels, which ia slightly under tho last 
estimate given out, The imports oontlDne 
larger, and the receipts from Canada arc 
expected to be greater, with a British con- 
sumption of 220,000,000 bushels from all 
sources.

From here the 
wind was nearly aft at first, but drew 
nearly abeam before the flag in Royal Rouds 
was reached.: Petrel ^'^r jib topsail and 
kept runnlngaway from Volage, while both 
of them left Victoria and Minerva. Volage 
appeared to have some difficulty with a 
spinnaker which she began to boom cut to 
starboard, and she afterwards set it on tho 
bowsprit; Victoria and Minerva carried 
theirs boomed out to starboard, Tho latter 
would have ahiftcd topsails, but could not 
do 80 while the mainsail was against the lee 
rigging, as the topsail has to go up on the 
port aide. She passed Victoria and was 
somo distance ahead of her when she 
rounded the Mug. Petrel waa three minutes 
ahead of Volage at thia mark, but before 
reaching it, apinnakera bad to come in, the 
wind drawing nearly abeam, and Minerva's 
waa replaced by jib topsail and balloon fore- 
sail. She made a mistake in not holding up 
more to tho wind after rounding on the re- 
turn to tho San Pedro, as she had to nip 
close afterwards. Though she set her 
largest topsail, Victoria, whose strong point 
is a close haul, passed hor on tho way, but 
tho two mado a pretty close race for third 
prize as far as the San Pedro. 

Petrel held on the port t^ok for a consid- 
crablo distance before putting about for the 
harbor, and gained by It, for she was enabled 
to lay up for the otiter wharf, while Volage, 
which tacked short COUnd, could not do ao 
without taoking again. Victoria and 
Minerva, which woro close together, inaile 
tho same mistake, and tho latter ran it too 
fine, the ebb lido taking hor, so that she 
had to tack again to get oloar; aho thus lost 
all chanco of tbir<l prize, and waa fnrtiicr 
hindered. by having to go about for a ship 
which WHS lieir.g towed to the outer whnrf.
